Governor Marshall Issues a Pardon 


to Long Imprisoned Manilla 


Man. 


BEEN 
IN JAIL TWO YEARS 


Serving Drastic and Unusual Sen­ 


tence Imposed by Jury in 


Shelby County. 


Conditional that he remains away 
from Manilla, William Shepherd was 
pardoned by Governor Thomas Mar­ 
shall on Tuesday says the Shelbyville 
News. 
A petition bearing the names 
of the jurors and leading business 
men of the City was presented the 
Governor by Attorney Alonzo Blair 
and Sheriff John Butler. 
Shepherd’s 
mother was also present to speak a 
word for her son. 
Shepherd will be 
released this morning and taken by 
the Sheriff to the home of his uncle. 
Shepherd’s case was 
a 
peculiar 
one. 
Fair week, 1907, he was ar­ 
rested on an affidavit from Justice 
Webb’s court on a charge of crimin­ 
ally assaulting a six-year-old Foun- 
taintown girl, whose father kept a 
stand adjoining Shepherd’s 
at 
the 
fair grounds. 
Action against Shep­ 
herd was dismissed in the Justice’s 
court because the court 
held 
the 
child’s testimony was not admissable. 
Prosecutor Hack brought the matter 
before the grand jury where an in­ 
dictment was returned and Shepherd 
was arrested. He gave bond until his 
trial was held. He was convicted on 
plain assault and battery, the verdict 
of the jury being one of 
the most 
drastic ever returned in 
the 
local 
court. 
Shepherd was sentenced 
to 
six 
months in jail and fined $1000, the 
maximum 
penalty. 
Considering 
Shepherd’s penury, the fine and sen­ 
tence was even worse than had he 
been convicted of criminal assault. 
Before his six months was served he 
escaped from jail with Isaac Wilson 
and was gone several weeks before 
captured near Rushville by Sheriffs 
King and Butler. 
Since that time, 
almost two years, he has been in jail. 
Efforts were made to induce Sheph­ 
erd to enter a plea of 
guilty to 
a 
criminal assault, but he refused. Had 
he done so he would have been sen­ 
tenced from one to fourteen years 
and on good behavior could have got­ 
ten out at the end of one year. 
His 
mother offered to pay the $1,000 fine 
but Shepherd again objected. 
The 
money represented 
all 
that 
Mrs. 
Shepherd has. She intended to mort­ 
gage her little home to get the money. 
Judge Sparks recently visited the 
Governor to intercede in Shepherd’s 
behalf. Confinement in the jail made 
necessary hasty action if Shepherd 
hoped to leave alive. 
Ile has been 
failing in health rapidly and has con­ 
tracted stomach and intestinal dis­ 
orders. 
Gov. Marshall had 
been 
advised 
acquaintances of Shepherd in 
Ma­ 
nilla were bitter against him and his 
pardon was conditional that he re­ 
main away from the town. 
The governor remitted the fine and 
ordered Shepherd’s release from cus­ 
tody today.

in the letters sent to Amican is identi­ 
cal with that in the letters receiv ed 
by Antonio Rizzio, a fru it dealer of 
Cincinnati, who died su ddenly sev eral 
weeks ago after refu sing to obey the 
demand in “Black Hahd” letters to 
giv e u p $1,000 or forfeit his life. 
He 
died soon after eating a banana giv en 
him by a stranger. 
A dispatch from Marion states that 
Joe Rizzo was also arrested in that 
city . 
The postoffice inspectors claim 
that they hav e discov ered ev idence 
showing that Marion is the headqu ar­ 
ters of all of the “Black Hand” socie­ 
ties of the cou ntry , and they claim 
that Sam Lima is the head of the or­ 
ganization. 
The contents of the safe 
in the Rizzo store, which was opened 
by the inspectors, bear them ou t in 
this assertion, they say . 
They say 
they fou nd that hu ndreds of bu siness 
men in all parts of the state hav e been 
pay ing tribu te to the gang. 
Arrests 
are said to hav e been made also at 
Pittsbu rg, Pa., and inspectors left for 
Bellefontaine to make sev eral more 
there. 
* 
Chief Postofflce Inspector Charles 
Holmes of this city , who is in charge 
of the work which has resu lted in the 
arrests so far made, is au thority for 
the statement that ev idence has been 
secu red showing that the gang operat­ 
ing from Marion, and with lines reach­ 
ing into a nu mber of big cities of the 
cou ntry , hav e fleeced different persons 
In this and other states ou t of thou ­ 
sands of dollars In the last few months 
by the application of “Black Hand” 
methods. 
Inspector Holmes say s that 
the gang which condu cted its opera­ 
tions from Marion was composed of 
Italians and worked ex clu siv ely u pon 
their cou ntry men. 
He has obtained 
ev idence that as late as two weeks 
ago they sent from the Marion (O.) 
postofflce money orders aggregating 
$1,900 to confederates in Italy , this 
being the div ision of blackmail fu nds 
In one case. 
Many su ch bits of ev i­ 
dence, it is claimed, are in possession 
of the inspectors. 
In discu ssing the case 
Inspector 
Holmes said: 
“The proof we hav e 
fou nd against the Marion gang con­ 
v inces u s that they hav e worked their 
game su ccessfu lly on many Italians, 
principally 
well-to-do 
Sicilians. 
We 
hav e not fou nd where they went after 
a single American. They meant bu si­ 
ness when they made demands for 
money . If their demands were ignored 
they resorted to the bomb to either 
bring their v ictim to time or to av enge 
a persistent refu sal to su bmit to black­ 
mail.”

There, with the 
sev ered head in his hand, the qu estion 
as to whether life and sensibility lin­ 
gered in the head after decapitation 
was to be decidtMl by three winks of 
one ey e of the sev ered member. When 
this grewsome ex periment was made, 
so the story goes, the ey e in the head 
winked twice, then betray ed no fu r­ 
ther sign of life. 
The idea of the electric head Is to 
show the adaptability of electricity as 
a means of controlling the most deli­ 
cate and intricate of machinery . When 
the head goes to You ng’s pier it will 
rest on a table, and an operator who 
6tands near by will with an u nseen 
mov ement control Its motions. To all 
ou tward appearance the head will roll 
its ey es of itself, wink, raise its hair 
on end, mov e across the table and pu ff 
a cigarette with ev ident enjoy ment.

JOHN HOWARD PAYNE. 


Actor, d ramatist, ed itor, poet, d ip­ 
lomat and song writer—these were 
among the 
activ ities of 
the three 
score y ears which marked the life 
span of John Howard Pay ne, who 
was born in New York just 117 y ears 
ago tod ay . 
He d ied in far-away 
Tunis in 18 52, and out of the wreck­ 
age of the passing y ears one thing he 
wrote has surv iv ed and flourished in 
the hearts of men—that sweetest of 
old songs, “Home, Sweet Home.” 
Carping critics pronounced it d og­ 
gerel and passed upon it the sentence 
of d eath. 
But its critics hav e come 
and gone and are forgotten, and 
“Home, Sweet Home” is still a fa­ 
v orite and its refrain continues to 
bring a responsiv e tugging at the 
heart-ehord s of the multitud es. 
Pay ne began his career as an actor 
at the Park theater, New York, when 
only 16 y ears of age. 
His talent 
brought almost immed iate recognition 
and he won a brilliant success on the 
New York stage. Later he ex tend ed 
his success to England and Ireland , 
play ing a part of the time with Miss 
O’Neill. In 18 13 he settled for a time 
in Lond on, establishing a theatrical 
journal called The Opera Glass. Re­ 
turning to America, he continued his 
d ramatic and literary career, writing 
translating and ad apting more than 
six ty play s. 
‘“Home, Sweet Home” was first 
sung in the opera of “Clare,” in the 
word s hav ing been written by Pay ne 
and the music of the song composed 
by Sir Henry Bishop. 
In 18 51 Pay ne was appointed Unit­ 
ed States consul to Tunis, Africa, 
where he d ied on April 10 of the fol­ 
lowing y ear.

Former Street Car Conductor. 
Who Got his Start In Politics by 
Organizing His Craft. Is Known 
as the “ Blond Boss. “

T 


HE main facts abou t William 
Lorimer, the new senator from 
Illinois, are that he was born in 
England ; that he is forty -eight 
y ears old ; that he came to the United 
States in child hood ; that his father, 
who was a minister, d ied when the 
lad was ten y ears old ; that from then 
on he has been a bread winner; that he 
had little or no schooling; that he sold 
papers, blacked boots, wheeled salt in 
the packing hou ses and was a horse 
car cond u ctor; that he became a ma­ 
chine politician and is x y bw known as 
the “blond boss;” that he has been 
wid ely and v ehemently d enou nced as 
being a representativ e of the v iciou s 
elements and *“the interests;” that nev ­ 
ertheless his priv ate life is notably 
clean and his family life id eal; that he 
d oes not smoke, d rink or swear; that 
he has eight child ren, to whom he is 
d ev oted ; that he is a large man, se­ 
rene, u nru ffled , a good mix er and pop­ 
u lar; that he nev er goes back on a 
friend ; that he has been in congress 
sev en terms; that he is known as the 
father of the d eep waterway project” 
of a ship canal from the great lakes to 
the gu lf; that he is a fair speaker, bu t 
prefers to work on the qu iet, and that 
his election as senator came as a su r­ 
prise at the end of the longest d ead ­ 
lock in the history of Illinois. 
This is bu t a skeleton ou tline, bu t it 
giv es an id ea of the man. His career 
is not commonplace or u su al by any 
means, 
and perhaps the strangest 
thing in It is that he, a party boss, 
was elected to the senate by a combi­ 
nation of Repu blicans and Democrats. 
Another striking featu re abou t Lori­ 
mer Is that sev eral times his enemies 
hav e gleefu lly proclaimed that the 
blond boss” was d own and ou t. 
Yet

traitor, and his pu rsu it is releotless. 
The foes of ex -Senator Hopkins ex ­ 
plain the d ownfall of that gentleman 
as an effect of that v ery cau se. They 
av er that it was Lorimer who mad e 
Hopkins senator in the first place, and 
when Lorimer was try ing to nominate 
Yates ov er Deneen they accu sed Hop 
kins of try i ng to carry water on both 
shou ld ers. These are the charges, and , 
whether tru e or not, the resu lt is the 
same. IJopkins is ou t, and Lorimer is 
in. The “blond boss” tu rned the trick 
in the face of a plu rality for the for­ 
mer senator in the primaries. 
Perhaps the Democratic v ote for 
Lorimer is ex plained by that v ery 
fight for gov ernor, ^ in which it Is 
charged that after Deneen was nomi­ 
nated Lorimer threw his forces to 
Ad lai Stev enson, the Democratic can­ 
d id ate, and ran him a hu nd red thou ­ 
sand or so ahead of his ticket. After­ 
ward an anti-Deneen bipartisan com­ 
bination organized the legislatu re, and 
Lorimer is giv en the cred it for that. 
These intricacies of state politics hav e 
pecu liar twists. 
After all t,he battle 
between the new senator and the gov ­ 
ernor, both Chicago men, by the way . 
and former friend s, one of Lorimer’s 
first mov es after his election was to 
make a call at the ex ecu tiv e mansion, 
and the interv iew between the arch 
enemies was so cord ial that the Chica­ 
go papers at once figu red ou t an of­ 
fensiv e and d efensiv e alliance. 
Wav ing Kis Candidate In. 
One of the most spectacu lar political 
stu nts ev er pu lled off by Lorimer was 
the nomination of Dick Yates for gov ­ 
ernor nearly a d ecad e ago. It was on 
the third ballot when the cau se that 
the Chicago man espou sed seemed lost 
and , accord ing to report, another man 


which was In the interest of some 
Chicago corporation. 
Billy Lorimer is 
of Chicago and for Chicago. 
The Ship Canal. 
Of all the things Lorimer has d one 
or attempted to d o for his own town 
the d eep waterway project is the most 
momentou s. When he first began the 
ad v ocacy of this gigantic u nd ertaking 
little attention was paid to him ev en 
in his own city . 
Grad u ally , howev er, 
Chicago began to awaken u ntil tod ay 
the ship canal from the lakes to the 
gu lf Is abou t the liv est wire in the 
mid d le west. 
After fighting for it 
throu gh many congresses and on the 
stu mp all ov er Illinois the new sena­ 
tor had the pleasu re of seeing a great 
conv ention meet in Chicago in its be­ 
half, at which both Presid ent Taft 
and William J. Bry an spoke In its fa­ 
v or. Now that he is in the senate he 
will make a still hard er fight for his 
pet project and say s that he will carry 
it throu gh. For his ad v ocacy of this 
one beneficent enterprise mu ch can be 
forgiv en him.

His pres­ 
ent triu mph is a case in point.

the end of Billy Lorimer!” y elled 
ev ery bod y . 
And now* look at him— 
one minu te d u mped in the gu tter and 
left at the rear and the nex t on the 
front seat of the bau d wagon at the 
head of the procession! 
Serene and Canny . 
Lorimer in his acceptance speech 
bland ly and benev olently hand ed ou t 
bou qu ets to ev ery bod y , ev en his foes; 
looked as Innocent and cheru bic as a 
blond boss cou ld ; said he was a Repu b­ 
lican, bu t lov ed the Democrats who 
had ju mped the fence in his behalf; 
talked for tariff rev ision d ownward 
becau se it had been promised in the 
platform; spoke a good word —two of 
them, in fact—for his d eep waterway 
scheme and looked so serene that no 
one wou ld hav e d reamed that he had 
ju st pu lled off a d eal withou t a paral­ 
lel iu the history of American politics. 
For *tr ¿x -street car cond u ctor who 
had got his first start in politics by 
organizing his craft it was qu ite a 
piece of generalship. Lorimer is d is­ 
tinctiv ely a politician. The conv olu ­ 
tions in his gray matter are not in 
v ain. They stand for something. He 
is canny , as becomes one of Scotch 
blood , which he is, althou gh born in 
^Manchester. He play s the game, and , 
win or lose, he is not a qu itter. His 
loy alty to his friend s is both his 
strength and his weakness. So long as 
they stay by him he stay s by them, 
no matter what else they may d o. 
This had laid him open to many at­ 
tacks. On the other hand , he has a 
long memory for his enemies. Let a 
friend d cu b’e cross him or play the 


was 
actu ally 
nominated . 
Su d d enly 
Lorimer appeared on the stage wav ing 
a Yates banner. 
He kept it u p u ntil 
the conv ention was stamped ed , and in 
the confu sion the third ballot was nev ­ 
er connted . A fou rth roll call was or­ 
d ered , and the d ay was won for Yates. 
The act by which the new senator 
first forced himself into general notice 
was almost as spectacu lar. It was in 
189 2, and he was a d elegate to the 
Minneapolis conv ention. 
Illinois was 
for the renomination of Harrison, bu t 
Lorimer wou ld not be bou nd by the 
d elegation and v oted for James G. 
Blaine. As Blaine had hosts of friend s 
in Chicago, the rising y ou ng politician 
lost nothing by the mov e. 
A third incid ent shows a streak of 
ind epend ence in Lorimer that wou ld 
not be su spected from his repu tation 
as a machine man. It was in the d ay s 
ju st after the Maine had been blown 
u p in Hav ana harbor and when Tom 
Reed and the ad ministration were try ­ 
ing to prev ent or at least d elay a 
d eclaration of war. 
Lorimer serv ed 
notice on Reed that he wou ld lead a 
rev olt, which he d id and forced ac­ 
tion. 
He pu lled off a similar cou p in 
his salad d ay s as a kid congressman. 
Thou gh he was su pposed to keep si­ 
lent, he mad e so warm a fight for the 
Chicago pu blic bu ild ing bill that, ln- 
splte of ev ery bod y else who was look­ 
ing for pork, the Wind y City won the 
d ay . 
It mu st be said for him that he 
has alway s stood u p for Chicago. 
Mu ch of the criticism of him has been 
d u e to his championship of his friend s 
and of Chicago interests. When Roose­ 
v elt led the fight for meat inspection 
it was Lorimer who ru shed to the su p­ 
port of the packing bou ses. 
Only re­ 
cently the Michigan d elegation was in 
high d u d geon becau se Lorimer had 
fathered a scheme at Sau lt Ste. Mari®

pies of poetic Ju stice in the world , and 
not the least of these is the general 
belief in Illinois that it was his cham­ 
pionship of the d eep waterway that 
was the d ecid ing factor in gaining for 
Billy 
Lorimer 
the 
senatorship. 
It 
wou ld be an Interesting psy chological 
stu d y to know whether he had su ch a 
resu lt In v iew when he began the 
seemingly , hopeless fight. 
Why not 
giv e him the benefit of the d ou bt and 
believ e that he was actu ated by pu blic 
spirit rather than priv ate ambition? 
Or perhaps both factors entered , as 
they d o in most men. 
In writing of 
many men I find that there is some­ 
thing good in all. Ju st as there are 
other things to be d eplored . In strik­ 
ing a balance between the two some­ 
times the scale tips one way , some­ 
times the other. 
In Lorimer’s case 
that ship canal when it is carried 
throu gh, as it certainly will be, will 
red eem mu ch and blot ou t mu ch. It 
will be a monu ment ev er end u ring, one 
of which the greatest and best might 
be prou d . 
In the end we are ju d ged by ou r 
most conspicu ou s d eed , whether it be 
of good or of ev il. Th^jd eep waterway 
will certainly be the most conspicu ou s 
d eed of Senator William Lorimer. 
Who can tell bu t that it may ev en 
swallow u p hfs repu tation as a “blond 
1 boss?” 
Getting at the Real Man. 
Faroe play s qu eer tricks on u s all. 
I And we who most abhor the political 
| method s of men of the Lorimer ty pe 
are forced to applau d efforts for the 
pu blic good su ch as those shown in his 
long battle for this enterprise that is 
to bless the fu tu re. I am not seeking 
to ex cuse lorimer. I am only seeking 
to d o him ju stice. A character sketch 
that shows personal or partisan bias Is 
not worthy of the name. 
The effort 
shou ld l>e to get at the real man and 
set him forth as he is—no more, no 
less. Kind liness and sy mpathy go a 
long way in getting at another’s v iew­ 
point and angle of v ision. Until that 
v iewpoint 1s gained a fair estimate 
cannot be mad e. I am frank to say 
that my first feeling as to Lorimer 
was one of repu gnance. 
Looked at 
more closely , there is gold beneath the 
d ross. This is not said of him becau se 
he is a United States senator. It wou ld 
be Ju st as tru e if he were still a west 
sid e street car cond u ctor, althou gh 
there wou ld be no palpitating Interest 
In him as su ch. These things can be 
said of him and for him: He has mad e 
his own way ; he nev er loses his tem­ 
per; In his home he is what ev ery 
American man shou ld be; his word 
nev er goes to protest; he sticks by his 
friend s ev en thou gh they go to jail; he 
Is constru ctiv e and for his own town, 
and he has fou ght throu gh good and 
ev il report for at least one pu blic work 
that will benefit mankind . 
Su ch things weigh. 
They contain 
su bstance and hav e meaning. Perhaps 
I hav e omitted the one element that 
cou nts for most in the world , thou gh 
it may be rated at more than Its 
worth—Mr. Lorimer has plu cked the 
gold en apple of su ccess. That is the 
cred it sid e of the accou nt, and why 
cast u p the d ebit? The papers hav e 
been fu ll of if for y ears, and it is gen­ 
erally known of men. 
No sketch of Senator Lorimer wou ld 
be complete that d id not Inclu d e Mrs. 
Lorimer. 
She was born in Canad a, 
and he married her when he was a 
itreet car cond u ctor. The same loy alty 
that has held him to his friend s and to 
his city has weld ed him to his home. 
In the life of this man there is none of 
the sickening story of the su ccessfu l 
man ou tgrowing the partner of his 
hu mble beginnings. 
In personal appearance the “blond 
boss” is like his name—au bu rn of hair, 
red of mu stache, a good fellow and as 
d emocratic as su nshine. Here is hop­ 
ing that his most cherished ambition 
may be fu lfilled and that he may liv ® 
to bu ild the Chicago shiD 
canal.
